Few people are familiar with the beauty of the Japanese and Single types of the Peony. For both house decoration and garden 
effect, these types have an artistic value different from the double form. They are rain and wind resistant and you seldom see 
these varieties in the mud after a storm. They work out nicely in floral arrangements and they hold up as a cut flower as well or 
even better than the double types. If you are not already growing these beautiful Peonies, try a few this year. 


AKASHIGATA (Japan) 


A very satisfactory variety with bright rose guard petals surround- 
ing a very heavy center of filamental petals of bright pink bor- 
dered with gold. A Brand Division $2.00 


ALSTEAD (Auten) 


A deep pink Japanese type with a deep yellow center. A strong 
grower and a free bloomer. A Brand Division $2.00 


ALMA (Shaylor) 


A midseason light pink of medium size. The pale pink guard petals 
which gradually fade to a pale yellow toward the base surround a 
cluster of bright yellow petaloids, tipped gold. Center carpels are 
a greenish yellow, tipped pink.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 


off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before 
planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. 
Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 1!4 feet deep. Place 
the Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the divisions erect 
in the center of the hole, with one hand, with the other draw in 
the soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes 
show. Give the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance 
of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each 
week until August Ist. By keeping the soil loose during the first 
growing season, there should be no loss.

AND CARE OF IRIS 


1. Choose a sunny well drained location, for Iris will not sur- 
vive in a wet soil.

. The best time to plant is during July and August in north- 
ern states and September in the warmer areas. Iris will not 
bloom the following season unless it is planted early. 


3. Plant rhizomes just below the surface of the ground about 
a foot apart. Have the roots well spread out and firm the 
soil tightly about each one. 


4. Newly set plants should be watered lightly immediately 
after planting if the soil is dry. 


5. Do not over-fertilize but if the soil is poor, steamed bone 
meal will prove very satisfactory, using a handful to a 
square foot of soil. 


6. Keep your plants free from weeds and cultivate shallow. 
Always cultivate after a heavy rain when the ground has 
dried sufficiently. 


7. Divide old clumps about every 2 or 3 years immediately 
after the blooming season is over. 


8. Iris borer is a common pest and will destroy entire clumps 
if not controlled. They are easily controlled by an applica- 
tion of 5% DDT spray or dust at weekly intervals in early 
spring and again in September. 


9. In northern sections, protect your Iris during the winter 
months by using marsh hay or straw that is free from weed 
seeds.

Lilac Descriptions 


Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac are easily 
described. One can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, 
semi-double or double, or the panicles are simple or compound, 
long or short, loose or compact. 

But when it comes to color probably no two persons would 
name exactly alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 

It must be remembered also that, aside from the difficulty of 
getting an exact name for the normal color of a variety, this color 
may change somewhat with the season. For example, this year 
we had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather throughout the Lilac 
season. Consequently the colors were all darker than usual. The 
character of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 

We make our descriptions as clear as we can, but we under- 
stand how difficult it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac 
field during the blooming season to make his selection. How- 
ever, we list only good varieties, those that would give much 
pleasure to the purchaser. 


CONTROL OF PESTS 


PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the 
only enemies of the Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray 
either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use liquid lime-sulphur in 
preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or if 
the oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. 
In using the oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned 
out before putting in the oil. Lime-sulphur spray should be 
applied just as the buds are beginning to show green, while the 


oil spray should be used before the buds show any green. 


The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes 
are kept well cultivated and growing, there is but little borer 
trouble. Where the borer is at work, he may be taken and killed 
by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it around to 
accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the 
furrow of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; 
then plug up the entrance with putty or gum. Don’t wait until 
this destructive worm has destroyed a part of your Lilac bush. 


MILDEW: Sometimes in damp, cool weather in summer and 
early fall, the foliage on a Lilac may show a white deposit which 
causes the leaves to curl and fall. This is mildew and is con- 
trolled by dusting the plant with finely powdered sulphur.

The above illustration is a picture of our Persian Hedge growing 
in its natural form on our nursery grounds. You will note that the 
hedge is literally covered with bloom from the ground up and it is 
truly a wonderful sight to see. People drive here for miles around just 
to see this hedge when it is in bloom the latter part of May. 


In good soil the Persian Lilac attains a height of about 12 feet and 
a spread of the same. In poorer soils it grows from 8 to 10 feet. 


By careful trimming it can be kept down to from 6 to 7 feet and 
still bloom well. 


The Persian Lilac grown as a hedge'also makes a wonderful wind- 
break for city lots in the colder, windier sections of the country. It 
will make the growing of the more tender perennials and shrubs much 
easier and moves the possibility of growing such things from 100 to 200 
miles further north than they otherwise could be grown. 


We have often been asked to explain the difference between the 
French and the so-called Persian. The Persian is somewhat later in 
blooming. The branches are willowy and not stiff like the French. The 
foliage is smaller and more dense. The plant blooms from the ground 


up.

Direction for Planting Lilac 
ar Other Shrubs 


1. When your package arrives, stand it in water overnight without 
unwrapping the bale. See page 40 to see how deep to plant. 


2. Before you open your package, dig the holes large enough to 
take the Lilac roots without crowding. Fill each hole with a pail of 
water and allow it to seep away. 


3. Do not spread out your plants and let them lie on the ground 
while you are planting. 


4. Take one Lilac from your package at a time and work the soil 
carefully about the roots until the hole is half full. Then tamp the soil 
about the roots unusually hard. Pour in a pail of water and go on to 
the next plant and treat it in the same manner. 


5. When you have completed your planting, come back to the first 
one and fill the hole with soil and tamp it down also. Then place some 
loose mellow soil over the top of the ground. 


6. Keep your plants well cultivated the first year so they will become 
well established. 


7. If the planting is made in the fall, place a coarse mulch about the 
plants the first winter to keep the ground from heaving. 


8. If your ground will grow a good garden, it will also grow a good 
Lilac. If your soil is poor, you could place some well rotted cow manure, 
if some is obtainable, in the bottom of the hole before you make your 
planting but this should be tamped down tightly with some good 
garden soil on top before the root is placed in the hole. 


9. If you use a commercial fertilizer, dig a trench about your plant 
early in the spring about a foot away from the main stem. Cover this 
with soil and the rain will wash this fertilizer equally about the roots. 


10. Be sure to keep your plants well watered during dry weather. 
Watch them from the time you make your planting until they have 
become thoroughly established. 


If you follow the above directions, you should succeed with every 
one of our plants. 
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Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We 
cannot tell which special reason is applicable in each individual 
case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leav- 
ing you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are 
loaded with flowers each year and if your plants are not giving 
satisfactory bloom, some one of the following causes must be 
responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made 
your planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the 
vitality of the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle 
is often opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are 
laid out in the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the planting 
goes on. The plants grow but they received a setback from this exposure of 
the roots and it often takes two or three years to overcome this mistreatment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry 
dirt may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the 
plant as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to 
rob it of much of its vitality. 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a ri 
heavy soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that 
such growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy 
branches from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have 
reached a point where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. 
If your plants are making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots 
with no bloom, go through your plants about the middle of June and trim 
out about one-half of the new growth back to the old wood. This will have 
a tendency to cause blooming buds to set on the balance of the new growth 
for the next year. If your bushes have a great many branches from the ground 
and many short top branches go through your plants in March in the North 
or earlier in the South (before the sap starts) and cut out about one-half 
of the old branches to the ground. This will cause a new growth which no 
doubt will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 


Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not 
blooming. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than 
we. We have no further information to offer. 


Do not let your Lilacs bloom the first year you set them out. 
They might bloom, but these blooms would only be a disappoint- 
ment. Such blooms would be very small, have very little color, 
and the color would not be at all true or attractive in any way. 


The bushes really begin to blossom the second year and the 
blooms will increase in size and beauty if well cared for over a 
period of some ten years. By careful handling they can be kept 
at perfection as long as one lives. We have Lilac bushes in Fari- 
bault that we know are over 80 years old.
